Terms Met, Says Murray 


PITTSBURGH (UP) — CIO 
President Philip Murray told 
the nation last night the great 
steel strike will continue un- 
til the industry meets his de- 
mands for company-financed 
pensions. 


In a 15-minute speech over 
a nétionwide (ABC) radio net- 
work, Murray asked the American 
people for their support in his 
fight. He reiterated his charges 
that the steel industry ‘forced’ 
the strike upon the union and the 
public. 

Murray showed no sign of wav- 
ering in his demands as govern- 
ment mediators sought an open- 
ing wedge to end the strike of 
500,000 steelworkers that threat- 
ens to plunge the nation into eco- 
nomic chaos. 


FORCED UPON US 


“We will continue this strike 
Which has been forced up on us 
until a mutually _ satisfactory 
agreement is arrived at between 
the union and the industry,” Mur- 
ray said. 

“We know that you, the Amer- 
ican people, will support the 
union’s case. Our cause is just 
and righteous. Ours is the human- 
itarian goal of improving the lot 
of the steelworker and of protect- 
ing our democratic way of life,” 
Murray said. 

He reviewed at length the his- 
tory of the negotiations since they 
began last June 15 and quoted the 
part of the presidential fact-find- 
ing board’s report that likened Gn 



















employe to a “human machine” 
that has a “definite rate of de- 
preciation.” 


LISTS PENSIONS 


He said the union agreed to go 
along with the board’s recom- 
mendations for a non-contribu- 
tory 6-cent pension and 4-cent in- 
surance plan but the industry de- 


nied ‘these self-evident truths” 
and forced the strike. 
Murray again listed the. ‘sub- 


stantial’ pensions received by top 
leaders in the steel industry and 


called the industry “derelict” in 
its social responsibilities to its 
workers.
